ARTICLE IT 
OF THE DISTHIBULION OF POWERS. 

The powers of goýcrnhnent shall be divided into 
thech distinct departments} cach of which shall be con- 
filed to ascparate magistricy ; and no person charged 
with jhe exercise af powers properly belonging to 
one df those departments shall cxcreise any power 
properiy belonging to either ofthe others, except in 
the instances herein after dxpressly directed or permit-
